Oath of Allegiance Aclmlnlnterrtl to 


Fre»I<lent Dole—Mlnliter Sewull Con- 
gratulate! the People on the Accom- 
plUhmcnt of Annexation. 


Honolulu, Aug. 12, via San Fran- 


cisco, Aug. 23.!—Hawaii IB now n por- 
tion of the American nation. 


Amid 
the booming of 
cannon, 


mingled with the cheers of the multi- 
tude and before a brilliant pageant ot 
military and civic ofllclala, the stars 
and stripes were flung to the breeze, 
announcing to the world the creation 
of the first American outpost In the 
Pacific. 


The union of the Hawaiian Islands 


•with the United States ot America 
was consummated at sharp noon to- 
day. The lowering ot the Hawaiian 
flag'from the main tower of the ex- 
ecutive building and the hoisting ot 
the star-spangled banner were accom- 
panied with a democratic simplicity 
marking the most momentous occasion 
In the history of the country. 


Deep sympathy was displayed In tho 


faces of tho Immense throng at tho 
termination of the Hawallnns an a na- 
' tlon. but when old glory was being 
hoisted the scene changed to Joy and 
gladness, tho emblem being greeted 
•with loud and continuous cheers. 


The oath of allegiance to the United 


States was administered by Chief Jus- 
tice Judd to President Dole, as "presi- 
dent of Hawaii, now territory of, tho 
"United States," and to Ministers Coop- 
er, Smith, Damon and King. 


Minister Sewall read a proclamation 


declaring Hawaii part of tho United 
States. The proclamation further Btat- 


• ed that President McKinley directs that 
the civil, Judicial and military powers 
of the government shall continue to 
be exercised by the officers of the re- 
public of Hawaii. 
All such officers 


•will be required to take an oath of al- 
legiance to tho United States and re- 
new their bonds to the United States 
government. 


The powers ot the minister of for- 


eign affairs will cease so far as they 
relate to diplomatic Intercourse be- 
tween Hawaii and foreign nations. 


Tho municipal legislation of Ha- 


waii and the existing customs regula- 
tions will practically remain In force 
until tho congress of tho United 
States shall otherwise determine. 


Following tho reading of tho proc- 


lamation Minister Sewtill made an ad- 
dress congratulating the residents of 
Hawaii upon tho accomplishment of 
annexation.

' Mult Have rilch Kntc of Speed. 
Washington, Aug. 23.—Bids will bo 


opened to-morrow at the navy de- 
partment for building twelve torpedo- 
boats and sixteen torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers, authorized by congress on 
May 4 last. An examination of tiio 
chief characteristics of these vessels, 
one class ot which Is entirely wanting 
In the American navy, shows that the 
government will require ot the builders 
the execution of tho latest Ideas In tor- 
pedo-boat construction and a rigid ad- 
herence to the terms of the contract. 
No bid will be considered which pro- 
poses to guarantee a speed of less than 
twenty-eight knots for the destroyers 
and less than twenty-six knots for tho 
torpedo boats. Tho cost of_ each de- 
stroyer Is to be not more than $295,000 
and of each boat not more than $170,-

Washington, Aug. 23.—A general or- 


cier has been issued by the adjutant 
general of the army providing for the 
mustering out of such volunteer regi- 
ments as may be designated for dis- 
charge from the service. Only olllcers 
of the regular army will be detailed by 
the war department to muster out 
troops. All olllcers will be held to a 
strict accountability for the discipline 
of their commands and the preserva- 
tion of public property. Mustering of- 
ficers are empowered to prefer charges 
against officers who neglect In any 
manner to take the proper measures to 
insure the government against loss of 
Property or to keep their commands to- 
gether and under proper discipline.
